They have issued an ulti- 
matum to the effect that they will 
strike July 14 if their demands are 
not conceded before that date.

GREET CZECHO-SLOVAKS. 


San Diego Welcomes Thousand ‘Heroes 
Who Swept Reds from Siberia. | 


SAN DIEGO, July 3.—Comfort- 
ably established in the hospitals and 
in the Red Cross quarters at Camp 
Kearny tonight, the Czechp-Slav 
troops who arrived this morning 
from Siberia on the steamer Kan- 

ng are happier than they have 
been for five years. Welcomed at 
the pier by thousands of San Die- 
gans and many of their countrymen 
when the Nanking anchored-at the 
municipal pier, these men, who suf - 
fered untold agonies and who 
marched over 12,000 miles in their 
struggles during the war crossing 


Siberia and battling over the coun- 
try, plainly showed their deep grat- 
itude to the Americans as they came 
off the steamer. Most of them 
could not speak English, but to the 
interpreters they said: “Can we 
stay here? We don't want to go 
back there.. Maj. Viadimar Yirsa, 
the commander, a fine-looking Slav, 
addressed his men before they left 
the ship. 

Brothers, said he, “remember, 
now vou are about to set foot upon 
American soil. Our republic is a 
child of these United States.” 

“We know,” a trooper replied. 
Many of the men are crippled and 
all have been wounded. They are 
blond. clean-shaven, except for 
mustaches, a fine lot, of men. Their 
uniforms are motley, though neat. 
Russian boots and blouses are worn 
by many and many ‘have khaki 
uniforms. 

GENERAL GREETS THEM. 

As Maj. Yirsa came down the 
gang plank he was greeted by Brig.- 
Gen. Frederick S. Strong, command- 
er at Camp Kearny. Then came the 
troops and as each man stepped on 
land a woman from the Czecho- 
Slavic Alliance here pinned upon 
him a little white and red flag of 
Czecho-Slavokia. Then the naval 
air station band struck up the Bo- 
hemian national hymn, “Kdewomey 
Muj” (“Where is My Home.“) and 
the men doffed their caps and with 
reverence sang the hymn. They aft- 
erward sang the Slavokia national 
hymn, “Hey Slovane.” The singing 
was one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the arrival of the battle- 
scarred troops, for. like all Bohe- 
mians, they have splendid voices and 
sing with feeling. 

As the Salvation Army lasses 
cSowded, up and gave the men each 
a bar of chocolate they expressed 
their thanks in their own language 
and with grateful Smiles Mayor 
Louis J. Wilde, through an inter- 
preter, greeted them and thev were 
then taken to the Santa Fe station, 


where the Red Cross had tables 
heaped with oranges, flowers and 
coffee. 

When all of the men who could 


walk had passed before the Red 
| Cross workers and received the gifts, 

the women went through the train 
where the invalids, unable to walk. 
Here one man 
who knew the English words “Thank 
you,” kept repeating

Later 
when these troops fought the Bol- 
sheviki she was captured by them 
but was later released by her coun- 
trymen.

ESprrE the propaganda of violence, sedition and revolution scattered 
broadcast through the country by foreign-born agitators, the “dictator- 

ship of the proletariat’ is not making marked headway in the United 
States. The tares of radicalism have been sown freely among the wheat in 
American institutions and industries; but the weeding-out process has kept 
them from choking and stinting the crop. The menace of the red terror has 


replaced that of the yellow peril—every generation visualizes its fears and 


superstitions in a different form—but in this country the terror yet remains 


an apparition. We can still celebrate the Fourth of July in confidence and 
rejoicing. 

Ex-Senator George W. Cartwright, in his new work on “Mutual Interests 
of Lobor and Capital. makes the telling point that the political brain seeks 
popularity, the business brain seeks production. He says that is the secret 
of the failure of the busifiess man in politics and the politician in 
He develops this thought by showing that business and politics, like oil and 
water, will not mix; and he finds that a fatal defect of Bolshevism, Socialism 
and other radicalisms is that they seek to place all the industry of a country 
under the control of the government, which means the control of the poli- 
1 Mr. Cartwright points out, on the other hand, that labor and capital are 
not antithetic, but that they commingle as naturally as two branches of the 


‘same stream; that they are composed of like substance, because the one is 


the product of the other. He regards the agitator and the self-seeking poli- 
tician as their common enemies.

clean, honest, industrious, American citizens, that they are patriotic at heart 


and would not consciously take part in any movement 
overthrow of our institutions by violence. 

Agguments that appealed to the Russian serf are without weight here.

America 
has not reached the millennium; the wrongs of society are visible, as they have

torch to effect reforms. Those who have learned the lessons of democracy 
are not easily misled into attempting to use material force to effect what is

UT of this conflict of opinion has come a division of the forces of or- 
ganized labor.

point of difference appears to be one concerning where the elections for the | 


selection of 4 shop committee shall be held. The radicals in the trade unions 
employed in the shipyards have refused to abide by the ruling of the Federal 
War Labor Board that the elections should be held in the yards or in some 
convenient public building’ and insist that a general shop committee shall 
be selected at an election held in the Union Labor Temple. That would bar 
all the shipyard employees who are not members of trade organizations. The 
Federal War Labor Board held that every employee ‘regardless of his trade 
union or lack of trade union affiliations’ should have an opportunity to take 
part in the selection of shop committees. But the radical element in the 
trade unions would not agree to this; and that question of the place where 
elections shall be held is keeping more than 4000 workmen out of employ- 
ment, has kept them idle for more than a month and the end is not yet. 

All that economic waste is to be laid at the door of radicalism in the 
unions. A movement is now on foot by the conservative trade union mem- 
bers to effect a compromise that will enable them to get back to work; but 
they have already lost more than $1,000,000 in pay through listening to the 
extremists. * | 


S THE ERA OF reconstruction advances this split between the red 
left and the conservative element in the trade union organizations is 
certain to widen. The agitators are always for violence. As Mr. Cart- 

wright observes in the work above quoted, ‘Labor's extremity is the agitator's 
opportunity. But violence is always destructive. The ravages of the war 
are not to be repaired by further violence.

The 
gospel of force and violence lost its appeal when the Allied armies crossed 
the Rhine and a thoroughly humbled Germany signed the treaty of Versailles. 
Those who seek to reform society through the application of Bolshevist meth- 
ods and those who seek to see their reforms become effective over night are 
not safe leaders, either in politics or in industry. We have had enough violence 
during the last five years; its advocates should be hunted down and chased

CLEGRAPH STRIKE FAILURE. 

What was as a nationwide 
strike of all electrical workers by the Teles 
raphers’ Union thirty-two days ago fizzled 
out completely when Boss S. J. Konenkamp 
threw ap the sponge and acknowledged the 
failure of his abortive efforts to disrupt the 
business communications of the country. 

His statement that “the telegraphers’ 
strike against the Postal and Western Union 
Companies ended at 1 o'clock today” was 
entirely superfiyous. As far as the Western 
Union is concerned the strike never really 
started, while the Postal képt its business 
running throughout the thirty-one days of 
the socalled strike with only slight cur- 
tailments and interruptions. 

Indeed the only point scored by the Ko- 
nenkamp forces was for a short time to iso- 
late the of] town of Taft, not a notable feat 
on the part of the trouble-makers, who had 
threatened to tie up every city in the Unit- 
ed States. | 

In calling the strike, recognition of the 
union was the chief object aimed at. There 
were minor grievances as to wages and 
working hours that could have been ad- 
justed between the representatives of em- 
ployers and employees. But on the question 
of Konenkamp dictation both the Postmas- 
ter-General and the heads of the telegraph 
companies took a determined stand. 

This strike failed, as all such strikes have 
always failed, primarily because it had not 
the sympathy of public opinion. Our citi- 
zens at large, while they lend a ready ear 
to any legitimate demands on the part of all 
workers, have lost patience with the at- 
tempts to cripple commerce by interested 
organizers in the interest of a closed shop 
or a union-dictatorship movement. 

Strikes are daily becoming more and 
more unpopular as a method for settling 
labor disputes.. The new era is one of ar 
bitration wherein both sides to the dispute 
can present thelr arguments before a joint 
board of impartial adjusters. No strike in 
the future has the slightest chance to obtain 
popular approval till fair arbitration has 
first been attempted or the conditions of 
the workers are such as to call for redress. 

And even in the case of admit griev- 
ances relief can be found for any workers 
under the present pressure of popular opin- 
fon more speedily and completely than by 


the old and discredited bludgeon of the. 


strike. 

Another lesson to be learned from the 
failure of the telegraphers’ strike is that 
no disruptive force has power against a 
solid combination of all workers in a busi- 
ness enterprise in which each and all have 
a personal pride and interest. Such a busi- 


ness Was the Western Union Telegraph 


Company that suffered very little discom- 
fort from the thirty-one days’ disturbance. 

The men of the Western Union had not 
the slightest inducement to cripple their 
employers to obtain recognition of a clique 
that could do nothing for them they could 
not do equally well for themselves. Every 
worker in the Western Union was a stock- 
holder in the company to the extent of his 
yearly salary and on that sum drew an 
annual dividend. But money paid into the 
Telegraphers’ Union brought no returns to 
the contributor and might involve heavy 
disbursements. The operators could adjust 
any differences they might have with the 
company—they did not need to hire out- 
siders to come in and do it for them. 

Konenkamp declares that the strike failed 
because the union was not strong enough 
to fight Postmastér-General Burleson as a 
government representative in addition to 
the companies. But he is wrong. Konen- 
Kamp failed because the strike as an arbi- 
trator of disputes (like the whisky bottle 
as a solace for misfortune) is going out of 
fashion.

One half-day holiday every Sat- 
urday Rtternoon throughout the en- 
tire year is to be given the em- 
Ployees of the Broadway Depart- 
ment Store. This announcement waa 
made yesterday by Arthur. Letts, 
owner of the store. The new policy 
goes into effect immediately, and is 
said to be the first step of its kind 
to be taken by any large store in the 
United States. : 

The announcement was made by 
Mr. Letts from the mezzanine floor 
of the Broadway Department Store 
shortly after the doors closed at 5:30 
p.m. yesterday. More than 1000 of 
the 1500 of the stores employees 
crowded into the central aisle run- 
ning north and south, through the 
main floor of the building to hear 
Mr. Letts. Cheers that could be 
heard for a block, and which lasted 
nearly two minutes greeted him at | 
the conclusion of his remarks. 

Accompanied by Harry Philp, the 
general manager, and a number ot 
other store executives, Mr. Letts 
made his appearance on the balcony. 
He was cheered repeatedly through- 
out his address, as was Mrs. Letts 
and Mr. Philp. 

“We are faced with times such as 
were never seen before,” he said. 
“The world is entering upon a new 
order of things. I want you all to 
feel that you have an interest in this 
institution. I want your’ loyalty, 
and I believe I have it. if there's | 
anything else I can do for you, just 
let me know.“ Mr. Letts called out 
in concluding his announcement. 
The decision to close the Broad- 
Way Department Store every Satur- 
day afternoon all year around was 
reached by Mr. Letts shortly after 
his arrival from the East several 
weeks ago. Mr. Letts took the posi- 
tion that the closing of a large store 
all day Saturday during two sum- 
mer months was not consistent with 
the spirit of service the public is 
expecting from a large business in- 
etitution. His move, however, was 
based upon the consideration of the 
personal convenience and comfort 
of the 1500 emplovees of his store. 
ond upon the recognition of the new 
tendency of complete co-operation 
between employer and employees. 
Years ago, said Mr. Letts, the 
Broadway Department Store was the 
first establishment on the Pacific 
Coast to announce the hatf-holiday:. 
it was the first store to close’ Satur- 
day nights, and was the first large 
store in the country to announce the 
policy of opening at 8:30 a.m., and 
closing at 5:30 p.m. 

In discussing the contemplated 
move, just prior to making the an- 
nouncement to the employees, Mr. 
Letts said: 

J arrived at my decision to close 
rnoon, not as a 
mattér of efficiency, or business 
policy, but as a matter of personal 
interest in the welfare of my em- 
ployees. No store can run to its full 
efficiency without the loyalty of its 
employees. We must give others a 
chance, to enjoy life.“
